The Cheyenne National Bank 
has on display a Wells Fargo, 
Deadwood, S. D., strong box 
which was used to carry gold 
- dust and money out of the Black 
Hills. Large currency issued by 
the Wells Fargo Banks of 


Nevada, silver dollars and silver 
bard are included in the display. 

Also on exhibit is the 
“Frontier Mint,” in cooperation 
with the Wyoming Bicentennial 
Commission. The first official 
pure silver bar commemorates 
the centennial of the first 
Cheyenne-Black Hills Stage 
Run, with a stage coach on the 
front and the official WBC logo 
of the colonial cowboy bucking 
horse on the reverse.
